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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, dear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 44-46, 104, 110, 116, 119, 125, 126, 131, 134-136 and 143-144 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter that was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art 
that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Support for the new language in the independent claim in not found in the U 
bridging 4-5 as indicated by applicant. No support for the new overall water-soluble 
final polymer can be found in the original description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled, to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 44-46, 104, 1 10, 1 16, 1 19, 125, 126, 131, 134-1 36 and 143-144 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Merchant Jr. et al., Yamamoto 
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et al., Breneman et al., Koerner et al., Fogel et al. or Maroy et al. (EP '814 or EP '649), 
for reasons stated in the previous actions. 



Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute)*so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 44-46, 104, 110, 116, 119, 125, 126, 131, 134-136 and 143-144 remain 
provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 25-67 of copending Application No. 
1 0/069,981 , for reasons stated in the previous actions. 



Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 12/29/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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7. Applicant argues that the prior art "does not describe, with any specificity, the 
polymer employed in the claimed method", however the polymer in the presently 
claimed method is not supported by the original disclosure. The examiner has already 
answered applicant's arguments with regard to the water soluble units and units that 
would exhibit an LCST in the prior art references. For reasons already given in previous 
actions, the rejection is maintained. 

8. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., wherein the polymer does not exhibit an LCST or does not have cloud points) are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

9. For reason given above and in previous actions, the rejections are maintained 
and made FINAL Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 
37 CFR 1.136(a).
